the deck of tlu-ir sampans—ebows to what 
an extent the land is crowded, and how in- 
adequate it is to maurain the cumberers of 
the soil. 
In the city of Canton alone, it is 


estimated thai 300.000 persons dwell upon 
the surface of the river; the boats, some- 
times twenty or thirty feet deep, cover some 
miles, aud have Hieir wants supplied by 
nmbulatory salesmen, who wend their way 
through every accessible passage.

vitt population, some dwell in decorated 
river bout*, used for every purpose of li- 
cence and festivities,—for theatres, for vcnn- 
cert>, for feasts, fur gambling, for lust, for 
solitary and social recreations.

sengers, and arc in a frt-2te of constant ac- 
tivity ; others are moored, and ttieir own- 
ers engaged as servants or laborers
